result in lung cancer,” he told 
the annual meeting of the Bur¬ 
ley St Dark Leafe Tobacco Ex* 
port Association. 

STUDY OTHER CAUSES 
; Much of the rise in the ail¬ 
ment, he said, is due to a larger 
population, especially of older 
people; better diagnosis and 
more accurate reporting of the 
cause of death. 

"The vast majority of smok¬ 
ers never get lung cancer, while 
many non-smokers do get it,” 
he said. 

Other possible causes he 
laid arc now being studied, in¬ 
cluding air pollution^ virus, 


fiormones, infective lung dam- 

f ge, poor nutrition, occupa- 
ional hazards and fumes from 
motor fuels. 

“Chemical tests have not 
found any substance in tobacco 
smoke known to cause human 
cancer*'/’ he said. And there 
is no evidence that smoking 
causes heart disease. 

“We know that smoking may 
have some phpyciological ef¬ 
fects, such as giving a slight 
•lift/ Science is finding that 
some of these effects may in¬ 
deed be beneficial.” 

Dr. Little reported the in¬ 
dustry in the past six years 
has made $4,000,000 available 
for research into the subject, 
and has made grants to more 
than 100 scientists.
